The 
Greek 
situation 
apparently 
cgain has entered a critical phase. 
Following yesterday's 
advices 
that 
the entente powers had formally re- 
rognized the provisional 
government 
set up by former Premier Venizelos 
and his followers in the Island of 
Crete, news dispatches from Athens 
today report a new note of "an ex- 
tremely grave character" handed the 
Greek government by Vice Admiral 
Foumet, 
commanding 
the 
entente 
fleet, causing King Constantine to re- 
turn hurriedly to the capital. 


Coincident with this the 
landing 
from entente warships of more thnn 
1,000 bluejackets who have occupied 
the railroad stations at Athens and 
Piraeus and various public buildings 
Is reported, together with the sum- 
moning of an urgent cabinet council. 


Concerning the 
fighting 
in Greek 
Macedonia, Paris reports the repulse 
by the Serbians of the Bulgarians' 
counter attack in the Cerna region 
south of Monastir, and 
considerable 
artillery activity. 
Only patrol 
ac- 
tivity has developed in the Struma 
sector. 


Heavy 
fighting 
continues on the 
Somme front 
in 
northern France. 
French troops last night again took 
the offensive north of the river and 
pushed their way further into 
the 
village of 
Sailly-Sailliset, 
on the 
Peronne-Bapaume road, capturing an- 
other group of houses and repulsing 
a German counter attack, according 
to Paris. 


In Galicia southeast of Halicz, the 
Austro-German 
forces 
have 
¡begun 
heavy attacks on the Russian liner 
Petrograd makes this announcement 
instancing the launching of assaults 
in this district north of Korytniza. 
and in the vicinity of Bolshovtz five 
miles north of Halicz, after intensivo 
fire. 
The fighting apparently still is 
in progress here. 


The strong

Teutonic troops near the junction of

Rumania,

vania and Bukowina has so far been 
fruitless, according to the Petrograd 
official bulletin which records the le- 
pulse by the Russians of all attacks.

Tells South Dakota Farmers 
Both Law and Adminis- 
tration is Ineificient. 


Chicago, Oct. 
17.—Forced 
to 
work 
after being deserted 
by her 
husband, 
and finding it impossible to care for her 
three children, Mrs. Mary Sokolosky has 
chosen to give up the one she loves 
most—"Mike,"' age two. 


The law brought Mrs. Sokolosky to 
court on a charge of abandonment. She 
explained she left her baby at a door- 
step to be sure he would get good treat- 
ment. 


.Mrs. Antone Kisellus, who found the 
child at her door, and who had no child 
of her own, wants to adopt the boy. 


"I loved Mike most of all," said Mrs. 
Sokolosky in court. 
"He was so tiny 
and so sweet and so pretty. 
But ho 
was too tiny to take care of himself, 
and I have to be away at Avork all day. 


"My other two children could 
stay 
witji neighbors during the day. 
Mary 
is five and John is three. 
But my neigh- 
bors were hard-working people, too, and 
they couldn't be bothered Avith a tiny 
one like Mike. 


"I hated most to give him up. 
But I 
loved him most—so T had to." 


Mike is being cared for by Mrs. Kisel- 
lus. 


JMitchell, S. D., Oct. 17.—Charles E. 
Hughes today assailed the 
administra- 
tion for the Underwood tariff Avhich he 
declared to be inadequate for the agri 
cultural interests of the nation. 
Mr. 
Hughes spoke before a crowd of farm- 
ers, many of Avhom had come from miles 
around to hear him in the corn^alace 
here. 


"Our opponents reaffirm in their plat- 
form the principle of tariff for revenii.i 
only and endorse the Underwood act," 
•Mr. Hughes said. 
The nominee read the 
democratic platform plank in this con- 
nection, quoting the phrase applying to 
the tariff as "providing sufficient reve- 
nue for economical revenue." 


"NOAV let us look at the figures of im- 
ports and of revenue," Mr. Hughes con- 
tinued. 
"In the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1!)13, under the Payne-Aldrich tariff, 
our imports Avere $1,800,000,000 and oui 
tariff revenue was $319,000,000. 
In the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1916, under 
the UnderAvood tariff, our imports had 
increased to $2,197,000,000, but our tariff 
revenues 
had 
fallen 
to 
$212,000,000. 
Think of that. 
A vast increase in im- 
jiorts and a Aast decrease in revenue 
Our opponents furnished neither ecoU' 
omy of administration or the revenue 
for an economical administration. 
We 
must have adequate goA'ernmental poli- 
cies for maintaining control and secur- 
ing the advantage of our oAvn markets. 
We must have protection of American 
agricultural interests otherwise our de- 
partmental regulation will be mere bar- 
ren forms.

Manistee, Mich., Oct. 17.—After sev- 
eral hours' struggle Avith the heaviest 
sea in month.s, the coast guard crew

Four Political 
Chairmen 
Unite in Petition at 
Terre Haute. 


Terre Haute, Ind.. Oct. 17.—Petition 
for an injunction to prevent the use of 
voting machines in this county, at the 
coming election, Avas filed in the circuit 
court here today by the chairmen of 
four political parties, republican, dem- 
ocratic, progressive and socialist. 


The suit is based on the allegation 
that the voting machines can be manip- 
ulated as it has been alleged was done 
in the election of 1914, Avhich resulted 
in the conAiction of more than one hun« 
dred Tejre Hauteans in the federal court 
on charges of election frauds.

plan which, by the addition of a mov- 
ible proscenium arch, creates a theater 
omplete in every detail.

When used for exhibition purposes, the 
narquet seating is floored over, thus pro- 
viding a rectangular arena, surrounded 
by boxes and provided "vvith ample cir- 
culating space, which is secured by a 
system of arcados, entirely surrounding 
tiie arena boxea. 
The boxes and the 
accompanying galleries provide a total 
seating capacity of 6,000.

Pontiff Asks Aid for the 
Unhappy-Children of 
Belgium." 


Rome, Oct. IT.—(7:45 p. m.)—The pope 
haa made an appeal to the "children of 
happy and prosperous America to aid tlie 
million and a half unhappy children of 
Belgium." 
The request of the pontiff is 
the result of a visit paid him by George 
Barr Baker, of New York, who came to 
the Vatican at the instance of Hprbert 
Hoover, chairman of the American com- 
mission for relief of Belgium. 


Mr. Baker told the pope that the Bel- 
gian cliildren were reduced below normal 
weight and were suffering bodily 
ills 
through 
under-nourisl^nent. 
He 
said 
that tuberculosis was Increasingly preva- 
lent and had risen from 7 to over 13 per 
cent. 
Mr. Hoover proposes to give the 
children a supplementary daily meal of 
a cup of chocolate or millc and one 
sweetened biscuit made with lard. Ex- 
perience has shown that this addition to 
their diet will maintain their condition 
at normal and will restore those already 
weakened. 
The cost of this meal is 3 
cents for 
each 
child daily 
and Mr. 
Hoover hopes to obtain the assistance of 
the American Catholic clergy in enlist- 
ing the American children in relief work.

that the farmer is a mere insidental ben- 
eliciary from the prosperity 
resulting 
from the foreign war demand for Amer- 
ican products. 
Careful study, however, 
thowB no such justification for such as- 
sertion. 


"It is primarily the products of our 
soil which have made profits for our 
merchants and have overburdened our 
transportation 
facilities. 
Those 
-vi'ho 
have argued to the contrary have sim- 
ply mistaken effect for cause." 


Praises Wilson's Stand. 


Jlr. Stockbridge, in .speaking of the 
danger of the war for this country re- 
ferred to Mexico and said: "1 conccive 
that the threat of most imminent dan- 
ger lie.s with our neighbor south of the 
liio Grande." 
He praised the present 
administration for its manner iii hand- 
ling the situation but took occasion to 
condemn the facilities 
for mobilizing 
and equipping an army which he assorted 
had shown themselves to be weak. He 
declared that the European war had 
shown that successful warfare, olVensivc 
or defensive, depends greatly on the 
degree of industrial preparedness. 
iTo 
continued: "Preparedness being merely 
another term for efficiency we come to 
a consideration 
of 
that indispensiblo 
form of efficiency in which we are most 
directly interested—agricultural 
prepar- 
edness. 


"The present jiro-sperous conditions of 
American agriculture is the best possible 
proof of a degree of efficiency manage- 
ment on American farms." 


Recent Rail Strike Situation. 


Referring to the recent railroad strike 
situation, Mr. Stockbridge said: "The 
farmers must be considered ad employ- 
trs of labor and economically the farm- 
er is not a lagoring man. 
Calling atten- 
tion to the asaertibns that the 8-hour 
work day is a non-arbitrablo principle 
he said no attempt as j'et had been made 
to apply it to farm labor, "yet the 
farmer Avas tli.e chief immediate suf- 
ferer from the rccent attempt at en- 
forcing this principle in another indua- 
try." 


"I believ^ that there is no industrial 
or commercial disagreement which may 
not be equitably settled by arbitration.. 
I believe that provision for enforced ar- 
bitration should be made for such dis- 
putes as cannot be adjudicated by mu- 
tual agreement. 
I urge this , body to 
memorialize the federal congress to en-

year course provided by the army act. 
This plan would require the war depart- 
ment to provide equipment and pay for 
advanced students. 
Land grant college

cour.se for reserve army en- 
gineers. 


Presidents of institutions which now 
have no arrangements for military train- 
ing favored inauguration of tactics study 
and drill without 
the reserve officers 
sy.stem, and others declared their schools 
could best develop the summer training 
tamp plan, 
A few said only theoretical 
.study of military affains could be estab- 
lished at fust. The meeting was called 
by .Secretary of War Baker, but in his 
absence 
Assistant 
Secretary 
Ingraham 
and Major General Hugh L. Scott, chief 
of staff, presided.

French and British, the News agency 
says, "was simply shocking." 


"There is no doubt the enemy at- 
tempted to reach a decision with this 
enormous effort. Especially on October 
12 he planned to break through on the 
largest scale. All prisoners declare the 
losses of the enemy, especially those of 
the British, reached an amount hereto- 
fore unknown. 
Re ports of German 
troops fully confirm this. • Phlsoners, 
state French infantry companies now 
number hardly fifty men. The com- 
mander in order to stimulate the cour- 
age of the troops had alcoholic drinks 
distributed profusely among them be- 
fore a charge. 
This fact shows bettef 
than anything else the real 
morale 
of the French troops. 
Prisoners speak 
of the attack as 'hell on the Somme' 
and 'useless slaughter.' 


"Under the circumstances it is easily 
understood why the French and Brit- 
ish reports had not touched on the 
events of these days and are particu- 
larly silent in regard to them. The 
days of October 9 to 13 were 
first-class 
fighting days. 
They brought full suc- 
cess to the German arms and complete 
defeat to the l^Yench and British. The 
tragedy of the Somme seems near a 
climax." 


Belgians Refuse to Work. 


The Amsterdam correspondent of the 
Exchange Telegram company wires the 
following: 


"Three hundred workmen in a Ghent 
factory, who refused to work in Ger- 
man munition factories in Belgium, have

to Germany.

The president gave out a statement 
saying he had received replies from the 
rulers of Great Britain, France, Russia, 
Germany and Austria-Hungary to a let- 
ter he sent in July 
suggesting

Polish relief work. 
The statement fol- 
lows : 


"I have now received replies from tha 
king of England, the 
president 
of 
France, the czar of Russia, the emperor 
of Germany and the emperor of Aus- 
tria, to my letter of July 20, 1916, in 
which I tendered the offices of this gov- 
ernment in negotiations looking to a 
fresh consideration of the possibility 
and method of relieving Poland. It ap- 
pears, I greatly regret to say, that there 
are still important differences between 
the allied and central powers as to the 
terms under which relief supplies may 
be sent to Poland. 
I am disappointed 
that r have not yet been successful in 
inducing the powe^ to conclude a defi- 
nite settlement." 


The letter sent by the president to 
the various nations asking permission 
' to send relief to Poland also was made 
public today.

broken all previous records.

month of August,

total exports 
passed the half-billion mark, amount- 
ing to $510,000,000. 
This is not only a 
record for this country, but for every 
other country in the world. 
It is $35,- 
D00,000 higher than the previous high 
record—that of May, 1916—and it exr 
reeds 
by 
$45,000,000 
the 
record 
for 
June. 


The favorable balance of trade for 
A-ugust amounted to $311,000,000, 
and 
for the year ending with Augrust the 
balance of tw.de in favor of American 
exporters reached the stupendous total 
of $2,465,000,000.

The 
most 
significant 
thing 
about 
this increase 
in export trade is 
the 
fact 
that its character has 
changed. 
Prior to the year 1913, the export bal- 
ance was l a r g e l y in raw materials and 
manufactured products. 
For the past 
fiscal year, however, the proportion of 
raw material in export trade is only 
13 per cent. 
In the the meantime the 
proportion 
of 
finished 
manufactured 
goods has increased to 47 per cent of 
the total. 
Also, the proportion of war 
munitions is gradually growing smaller 
as the amount of other manufactured 
products increases.

into the window of the observation car 
just before the train pulled out and sairt 
sharply:

A large, jagged stone came crashing 
through the rear window of the vesti- 
bule observation car aa the train left 
the Wabash yards. 
It is thought that 
an attempt was made to injure Hanly 
cr his running mate.

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Employes of Man W h o 
Became a Steeple Jack 
at Ten Years 
of Age After He 
Was Compelled 
to Paint His Way 
Down from Slen- 
der Stack, Daily 
Risk Their Lives,

danger. 


Law, both moral a n d statute, rigidly protects 
life. 
One of the f u n d a m e n t a l principles of our 
society 
the inviolabiUty of existence. 
Tho 
verj' capital penalty f n r ruthless slaying of h u - 
m a n i t y is evidence enough of society's attitude 
lo^vard the life-taker. 


And yet the society which emerged from the 
chaos of the fendalistic mediaeval age, when life 
w a s held po choaply and gave us the cherished 
s t a n d a r d s of the present day, ironically enough 
m a k e s a peculiar demand upon h u m a n 
exist- 
ence. 


The world's wmrk m\ist he done. 
i>Ieu m u s t 
risk their lives t h a t 
the w a n t s and needs of 
society he satisfii*!. 
And sorJcty sits calmly by 
a n d approves of it. 
There is no alternative. 


But, in the case of one particulary dangerous 
occupation, society does not exactly sit calmly 
by. 
In.stcad, it cranes its neck upward, it con- 
gregates on the street corners and acquires 
a 
feeling of n u m b n e s s a t the base of the 
brain 
f r o m gazing into the skies. 
It approves, yes— 
"" a n d applauds, too. 


And its applause is given the steeple jack who. 
In the pursuit of v.-hat is to him only his daily 
labor, juggles his life around a hundred, or two 
hundred, or even three hundred feet in the air. 
The world doeisn't stop to think of the social 
principle involved. 
It just looks and gasps and 
admires the courage t h a t prompts men to h a n g 
their existence on slender ropes from the top 
Of a pointed steeple or a slim smokestack and 
iwlng out in space to do—merely the day's work. 
*

• 


T 
H E physical efCtect of g r e a t heights upon the 
h u m a n 
being 
is 
well 
known. 
There 
is 
something impelling a b o u t a high place which 
*eems to create an irresistible desire for a per- 
ion on a n elevation to jump. 
It is a sort of 
peychological 
reaction 
which 
men 
of 
science 
Bay has caused m a n y of the deaths otherwise 
attributed to willful suicide. 


Imagine, then, the constitution of men obliged 
to do the work of steeple jack and stack paint- 
er. 
They m u s t be iron-nerved and 
cool-head- 
ed; bravery, fearlessness and daring, f a r 
be- 
yond t h a t of the ordinary person, m u s t be theirs. 


Two steeple j a c k s a n d 
their men 
who 
are 
known over the country are Philip Rudler and 
J a m e s Dodson, Rudler's i)a.rtner. 
Their 
head- 
q u a r t e r s are at 511 W a l n u t street, St. Louis. Mo. 


Periodically they m a k e busy St. Louis 
stop 
B-nd gasp. 
J u s t recently they s w u n g out on the 
^iant stack of the Commercial Building, worked 
down Its sides and painted a s they went. 
And 
a l w a y s w h e n they are doing their f e a t s of- dar- 
ing, when they are trusting their lives to the 
tackle and their nerves, t h e busy city stops to 
»(ratch. 


Rudler fs a small m a r . 
So, in fact, is Dodson, 
^ d 
It is a noticeable thing about the business 
that small, wiry, hard-muscled men seem best 
fitted 
for it. 
Both are p a s t 35 years of age, 
Rudler being 38. 


Twenty-eight y e a r s ago, a little chap of 10, a 
p a i n t e r ' s helper, w a s given a n order to paint a 
quite formidable smokestack. 
Despite his ob- 
jections, the tackle w a s fitted up, he was placed 
upon the seat board, given a can of paint a n d 
hoisted into space. 


T h e space, in that case, happened to be t h e 
«tack of what w a s then known a s Kunz's m a l t - 
house, a t 
Lemp and L a f a y e t t e 
avenues, 
St. 
l,ouls. 
It extended 110 feet above the ground 
end stretched out a slender 24 Inches In d i a m - 
eter. 
Twenty-five feet from the top, panic over- 
came what little bravado the boy had, a n d the 
youngster frantically demanded t h a t he be let 
down. 
B u t he wasn't. 
And the s t a c k got its 
paint. 
The chap knew tliat the only w a y to get 
Sown was to paint down. 
4 


T h e boy, now the man, Philip Rudler, did a s 
he w a s told to do, and discovered in doing It 
that there w a s nothing much to f e a r from the 
height; t h a t is, nothing for him to fear. 
E v e r 
Bmce, he has been in the business, risking 
life on perilous smokestacks or on 
pyramidal 
•teeples. 
> H i s work brought him all sorts of risks a n d 
the consequent rewards of the extremely 
d a n - 
gerous b u t steady labor. 
When he w a s 12 y e a r s 
old, he entered Into his first contract for hlm- 
Belf, taking a job of painting on a smokestack 
where he was his own boss. 


W o r k of such n a t u r e took him a w a y f r o m St. 
Louis, a n d on one occasion he traveled a s f a r 
a s North Carolina, 
However, since his 
niar- 
riage, he h a s cejiBwd m a k i n g long trips. 
N 
OTWITHSTANDING the hazard of the work, 
in all his years in the business Rudler h a s 
not m e t with a single serious accident. . H e h a s 


•een others of the trade snatched oft with ap- 
palling suddenness. 
Rudler h a s sustained only 
t w o falls, but neither w a s serious. 
And 
his 
partner, Dodson, who has been in the business 
for the last sixteen years, has never suffered a n 
Injury a t work. 


Interspersed with a Jargon of lugs, guy-wires, 
rigging, hook-ups, guy-lugs and other technical 
terms, Rudler told of some of the 
harrowing 
accidents which others of the trade have m e t 
a n d which seemed quite capable of shattering 
his nerves. 
Struggling h u m a n i t y ran 
through 
his tales where strong men were snatched a w a y 
mercilessly 
and inexorably 
in the 
pursuit 
of 
their daily task. 
And in Rudler's recounting of 
some of the accidents he has seen, one begins 
to think of the society t h a t selfishly forgets the 
life its d e m a n d s consume. 


Almost a t the beginning of his career, Rudler 
w a s a witness of an accident, which m a k e s one 
wonder 
how he could ever have entered 
the 
trade he follows. 
Before he even left school he 
s a w a m a n pay the penalty of a trivial care- 
lessness while painting the steeple of the C a t h - 
olic church whose school the lad was attending. 


A m a n was painting the church steeple when 
a rope, insecurelj- fastened, gave way 'and 
tho 
m a n was killed. 
And a short time later he en- 
tered the same trade. 


Another accident which Rudler witnessed w a s 
when one, E d Horner, pitched 110 feet from a 
stack in E a s t St. Louis on to a corrugated roof 
below. 
The impact doubled up the roof and roof 
a n d painter crashed through to the boiler room 
below, where the debris, with the living H o r - 
ner inside, wedged In between two boilers. 
R u d - 
ler helped extricate Honer, who, by the was', is 
still painting stacks, although his head 
bears 
w h a t is more of a furrow t h a n a scar f r o m his 
fall. 


Rudler saw a stack painter fall 125 feet at a 
soap company's plant some time ago, landing on 
a fellow-workman. 
T h e former w a s killed by 
the fall and the latter crippled for life. 


The two accidents he has had were both slight. 
Once while he and another ateeple jack 
were 
engaged in painting two smokestacks, the lug 
to whlcii the tackle had been fitted proved rot- 
ten and gave way. 
Luckily ¡le w a s only 20 feet 
above the roof of tile buikunj; on which 
they 
were working. 
His helper waji pulling him up 
to the top of the stack, and, 
the lug gave 


way, Rudler w a s precipitated a^nmrely upon the 
helper. 
Three broken and 
fractured 
ribs 
were Rudler's Injuries; a stiff p«ck w a s all the 
other m a n suffered. 
And they Unished the job 
then and there. 


But, quite curiously enougSi, another 
man— 
one on the ground—received «uch an Injury to 
his nervous system that no w e ever saw him 
around the same building agatn. 
Wlicn the lug 


« 
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gave way, the dependent guy-wire, of course, 
dropped to the ground. 
It, however, cleared the 
roof a n d fell all the way to the yard of the plant. 
A workman was wheeling a barrow full of m a - 
terial across the yard just a s the guy fell. 
It 
crashed down across the wheelbarrow with such 
force t h a t it whipped the barrow completely out 
of the laborer's hand. 
W i t h a terrified yell, the 
w o r k m a n turned and ran, and, a s Rudler told 
it, "he ran, a n d ran, and ran, a n d no one ever 
did see him a n y more."- 


In Rudler's other accident, he lost his balance 
on a windy day and fell from a w a t e r tank a t a 
laundry, spraining his ankle. 


With 
the Joviality 
which 
is constantly 
his 
happy possession, Rudler explained, laughingly, 
a n d without a n y Intent to boast, t h a t he w a s 
afraid of nothing. 
T h e man is not of the boast- 
ful type. 
B u t he is right when lie says he is 
afraid of nothing. 
Nothing yet h a s proved too 
high ' for him. 
Even a balloon ascension 
has 
figured 
In Rudler's trips skyward. 


In i'eoria a t one time, he attended a street 
fair, where a m a n with a balloon w a s offering 
175 to a n y one who would venture to ascend in 
the 'balloon. 
Rudler accepted. 
But when 
the 
m a n demurred and e.\'plalned that the offer w a s 
m e a n t only for the ordinary person and not a 
dare-devil, and t h a t no |75 w a s In sight for a n 
ascension, Rudler laughed a t the m a n ' s discom- 


fiture 
and made the ascension anyway. 
The 
balloon traveled almost to Chicago before It 
came down. 


Like all dangerous occupation«, it seems to bo 
the fascination that keeps the men at the work. 
And, besides, there is the game instinct which 
also holds men in It. 
Once, on a bet, Rudler 
declares he and another man painted a stack 175 
feet high and 4 feet in diameter in forty-flve 
minutes. 
Betting against time is a 
frequent 
occurrence with Rudler; he generally can tell 
how long it is going to take him to paint 
a 
stack. 


"Rudler & Co." pay their employes 
per hour 
for painting stacks 
and steeples. 
And 
they 
theiHselves will divide between $20 and $30 a 
day between them after all expenses have been 
met. 
For four days' work In Carlyle, 111., Rud- 
ler cleared |150. 
But the unfortunate part of 
It is that they do not have such lucrative work 
every day. 
Sometimes it is a long, lean period 
between $30 days. 


The great Commercial Building stack, which 
the men recently painted, is one of the extreme- 
ly high stacks of their experience. 
.Diagonally 
across the street from the building !• the famous 
twenty-one-story 
Railway Exchange 
Building, 
which is 312 feet high. 
Clinging to the rim of 
the 
Commercial 
Building smokestaok, 
Rudlier 
says that he could see clear over the Railway 


Exchange Building and f a r beyond into the city. 
And even from a considerable distance 
down 
tlie side of the stack, Rudler declares ho could 
•still see over the roof of St. LKJUIS' tallest bulld- 
tng-. 
This stack rises plumb with the back wall 
..f the building, so It is a clear drop to the alley 
iielow. 


It is not a disregard for s a f e t y whfch prompt« 
men like Rudler and Dodson to-engage in their 
dangerous pursuits. 
On the contrary, he 
haa 
the greatest regard for his safety and takes all 
the proper precautions necessary before essay- 
ing a day's work on a slender stack. 
U 
is 
r a t h e r an utter disregkrd for fear t h a t permits 
such apparent risks to be taken. 
There is a 
risk and a great one, of course, but precaution 
and a n absolute lack of the ability to be a f r a i d 
offset the risk and are necessary a d j u n c t s to 
success a t the trade of steeple Jack. 


Irits W^orse Liars 
Than A r e the Living 


PIRITS, 
the 
ethereal 
beings 
which make up the great un- 
known hereafter, are, in many 
profound and painstak- 
ing liars. 
In fact, they have 
been found to lie^ with far less 
compunction 
than 
men 
and 
women of the flesh. 
To speak 
of spirits as liars seems utterly without possible 
foundation. 
And, granting spirits the vice of 
lying, to speak of them as greater liars than 
human beings—that is, some human 
b e i n g s - 
seems very hard on the poor créatures of the 
other world. 
Nevertheless, 
these 
conclusions, 
along with many others equally novel and really 
of practical importance, 
resulted from a 
life 
study of spiritualistic manifestations by a man 
remarkably 
capable 
of 
understanding 
such 
manifestations. 


The late Palmer Jones of Michfgan made the 
study of spiritualism his life's hobby, and the 
conclusions 
which he drew are of vast 
im- 
portance, from both the spiritualist's and the 
layman's view. 
Jones found, after many ex- 
periences with spirits, that he had to be con- 
tinually on his guard against the falsehoods of 
the inhabitants of tho other, world. 
«> 


Mr. Jon^s did nèt discuss the tenets of spir- 
itualism in words df mystery. 
He respected the 
cult of spiritualism and refused to do anything 
but give it t'he benefit of every doubt 
Tet he 
spoke of 
it in 
the 
language of 
present-day 
sciehoe and applied to it the terms of psychol- 
ogy. 
His researches In the field of spirltualisna 
are both Interesting and absorbing. 
His 
de- 
ductiona follow: 
" 


The spirits of the next world are not of the 
same status as the people of this. 
But the de- 
velopment of the soul goes on there as 
here. 
The present population of the world 
amounts 
to about a hundred million, but this amount is 
not even comparable to the billions and billions 
who have gone before. 


During his life, Jones unearthed many fake 
medium schemes and e.Tposed the duplicity of 
the grafters to such an extent that he obliged 
many of them to go out of business. 
But. he 
also 
encountered 
conscientious 
followers 
of 
spiritualism, and was himself a believer, 
al- 
though not credulous to the extent of believing 
everything he saw. 


One time he literally and 
figuratively 
applied 
the acid test to one of the best slate writers In 
the country. 
Jones had heard so much of the 
man's ability that he made a special trip to 
Washington 
to 
make 
an 
investigation. 
The 
men agreed to a meeting and Jones stipulated 
that he furnish his own slate. 


The investigator procured an ordinary double 
•late, such as school children use In the lower 
grades. 
Having 
first 
cleaned 
it 
thoroughly 
with acetic acid, he nailed the two pieces of the 
slate together. 
As writing material, Jones took 
along a piecq of platinum, which is known to 
be about the hardest of all metals. 


The medium hesitated when he learned that 
the test was to be made with platinum, 
but 
finally 
acquiesced. 
The agreement 
was 
that 
writing should appear on one of tho two inner 
surfaces of the double slate. 
Considerable dif- 
ficulty 
w a s encountered, presumably on account 
of the platinum, but finally the usual scratch- 
ing« were heard and the message was written. 


At one seance he encountered probably the 
strangest circumstance of his career. 
A Swed- 


ish girl had been attracted to the place through 
the 
hope that 
she might 
get 
some 
message 
from the man whom s h e had expected to m a r r y 
but who had strangely disappeared. 
T h e me- 
dium 
declared 
t h a t 
for 
several 
nights 
there 
had been a strange spirit trying to m a k e him- 
self known, and, when the girl was present, t h e 
spirit did materialize. 


Speaking 
in 
Swedish, 
which 
had 
not 
been 
recognized a t any of the previous sittings, th® 
manifestation 
communicated 
to 
the 
girl 
t h e 
fact that he and his brother had been c a u g h t 
In a prairie fire In Minnesota. 
T h e fir«? had 
come upon 
them 
suddenly and 
neither 
knew 
just what had happened them.

port trade of the- United States Mas 
broken all previous records. For the 
month of August, the total exports 
passed the half-Mlllon mark, amount- 
Ing to $510,000.000. This is not only a 
record for this country, but for everj 
other country in the world. It is $35, 
300.000 higher than the previous hlg: 
record—that of May, 1916—and it ex- 
reeds by 545,000,000 the record for 
June. 


The favorable balance of trade to: 


August amounted to $311,000,000, am 
for the year ending with August th 
balance of tff.dc- in favor of American 
exporters reached the stupendous tola 
Of $2,465,000,000. 


The most significant thing abou 


this increase in export trade is th 
fact that its character has changed. 
Prior to the year 1913, the export bal- 
ance wa.s largely in raw materials and 
manufactured products. For the past 
llscal year, however, the proportion of 
raw material In export trade is only 
13 per cent. In the the meantime the 
proportion of finished 
manufactured 


Roods has increased to 47 per cent of 
the total. Also, the proportion of war 
munitions is gradually growing smaller 
as the amount of other manufactured 
products increase?.
